That in tbis gro itjoiisis of the natioi it is 8t 
that Kentucky should meet the momentous issues 
of the times in the same spirit of patriotic mod- 
eration anl couservatistn, and with the same «cu- 
timanu of unwavering loyalty, which have char- 
acterized her action in the past, and whi<-h up id 
•o many oocasions she has silemnly announced to 
the world. She his ever cherished the Federal 
Uoi ia as associated with her choicest memories 
and har brightest hopes, and she clings tu it now. 
in th I time of trial, with tin altering devotion. 
Sho can ucver consent to tho severance and disin 
trgratinn of this great community ot States, 
wh'ch nature his bound together a< one, and upon 
wiich, in their great physical features, the v hand 
of hoavenhas stamped the impress of indissilu 
ble unity; nor can she look with indifference 
upon any infraction of the Constitution, which

The Suppression of the Rebel Conven- 
tion. 

The suppression, by . Col. Gilbert, com- 
manding the United States forces at this 
point, of the rebel Convention which met 
here on the 18th inst., is being made the 
subject of much discussion through some of 
the public prints. The secessionists unani 
monsly condemn his course. And upon en 
tirely different grounds than those assigned 
by secessionists, his course is censured by 
some of the Union party. 

For our own part, we think that, under 
all the circumstances of the case, Colonel 
Oilbert did exactly right. We rejoice that 
he had the courage and the nerve to sup- 
press the band of traitors who proposed to 
lay, in this city, the basis of an organization 
whose ultimate purpose was to drag Ken 
tucky out of the Union. And we rcjoici 
that Colonel G. s conduct was characterized 
by that prudence and discretion which the 
occasion demanded. He deserve*, in our 
judgment, the thanks of every loyal citizen 
of Kcntuckv. And we feel an abiding con 
viction that an immense majority ot the 
people of Kentucky cordially approve what 
he did, if not what he said. 

We say '-' Amen" to what Col. Gilbert did, 
because we know, as every one else does, 
that in the breast of perhaps no single 
member of the Convention was there a 
single emotion of loyalty. No one of them 
have any sympathy with the Government 
of the United Slates in the tremendous 
struggle which it is now having with the 
Southern rebellion. All of their sympa- 
thies are with the rebels, and they rejoice 
in their hearts at every success of the Con- 
federates. If they had the power they would 
starve our gallant army into a surrender of 
all for which we are now fighting. They 
would recognize the independence of the 
Confederate States, would revolutionize 
Kentucky, and then drench her fair fields 
in blood, in order to attach her to the for- 
tunes of Jeff D tvis. It was a disunion 
organization, begotten and conceived by 
original secession sympathizers, and neither 
it nor any of its members deserved the 
slightest consideration from the United 
States authorities. 

But some one may say that they were as- 
sembling peaceably, and should not have 
been interfered with. Peaceably indeed! 
They assembled in the same peaeeable man- 
ner in which Southern Senators met in can- 
ons at the outset of this rebellion, and 
schemed and plotted against the country 
Had some Col. Gilbert suppressed them, it 
would have been well for the whole country 
And now some Kentuckiatis propose that 
the like peaceable (?) assemblies be permit- 
ted in this State. For our part we are pre- 
pared to say that the United States authori- 
ties should never permit any Kentucky 
traitors to organize upon Kentucky soil, 
with a view to drag Kentucky out of the 
Union. Crush out all such concerns at the 
outset, and teach those traitors that they 
are not half so respectable as those of their 
brethren who have had the courage to go to 
the battle field and fight for their treason. 
No Union man will be hurt by such an ad- 
minis'.ration of military affairs. Only rebels 
and rebel sympathizers will be harmed 
What Union man cares for that? They 
have sowed, let them reap a rich harvest 
of trouble for having encouraged and sus- 
tained treason. 

Again: it isgravely urged that the military 
cannot be permitted, under any circum- 
stances, to judge of the character of any 
public assemblage, and, upon its own mo- 
tion, stop its proceedings. Who, let us ask, 
has any' exclusive right to judge ot such 
questions in the midst of a great civil com- 
motion ? The Government of the United 
States has the same right of self-preservation 
that an individual has. It need not wait 
untiljhc fatal blow is given. It may an- 
ticipate a blow which is certain to be aimed 
at its very existence. If A starts out with 
a loaded gun to hunt up B , with a view to 
take bis life, the latter may anticipate the 
former, and take his life in advance — thus 
saving his own. So our Government can 
anticipate tinned treason, by crushing out 
those incipient steps which will inevitably 
lead to such treason. The authorities may 
sometimes err in this, and may abuse the pow- 
ers they nave. Such abuses are incident to all 
mere human institution's, We cannot expect 
perfection in any earthly organizations. We 
must look lor error and imperfections all 
along the pathway of life. But all this 
does not prove the non-existence of the pow- 
er which we have claimed for the Govern 
ment any more than the pillaging and 



the Kentucky rebels is. that they must not be 
interfered with until all things are in readi- 
ness for them to strangle the Union sentiment 
of the State just as their Southern confreres 
strangled it in Tennessee. Away with such 
iream'ng. 

we have fallen, let no compromise be made 
with, or countenance be given to, rebels or 
rebel sympathizers. Watch thera as you 
would the serpent who is coiling his rattles 
to strike you. Trust him not in any mat- 
ters effecting the public welfare. And if they 
nre not willing to submit to the often ex 
pressed will of the people of Kentucky, our 
opinion is that they should be made to do so. 
Whenever and wherever in Kentucky they 
ittempt to organize with the purpose, secret 
or avowed, presout or ultimate, to array this 
State against the Federal Government and 
for the rebellion, let them be promptly sup- 
pressed. If no other alternative is present- 
ed, let some Col. Gilbert rise up in every 
•ounty in the State, and do the thing de 
benity and in order. 

These are the vie.vs ot the original fottnd- 
>f the Commonwealth paper. Some of his 
partners probably do not concur with Iftm 
H every aspect in which these questions have 
been presented.

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the United States of America 
in Congress Assembled, That the following 
sunn be and the same are hereby appropri- 
ated to supply deficiencies in the appropria- 
tions for the fiscal year ending the thirtieth 
of June, eighteen hundred and sixty-three, 
out of any money in the Treasury not other- 
wise appropriated : 

STATE DEPARTMENT. 

For salary of the marshal of the United

Js^"The following are the preamble and 
resolutions offered on the 6th of February, 
bv Mr. J. W. Anderson, viz: 

Whereas, the Federal Government ofthe Unite 1 
States bein* engaged in a terrible war fur the 
suppression of a causeless and wicked rebellion, 
which aims to sunder the Uirion and destroy the 
Government, Kentucky being an integral portion 
of the Government, a loyal State thereof, and hav- 
ing long since plighted ber faith to the Government 
to aid in tbe suppressioa ef tbe rebellion, aud the 
restoration of the G vernmeut, with the rights 
of all the States ; that notwithstanding she holds 
opinions adverse to th* po'icy and constitutional 
power of some of tbo war measures of tbe Chief 
Fxccutive of the Nation; still, unwavering in 
her devotion and attachment to the Government 
of hor illustrious ancestors and rcvolmionaty 
sires, she again reiterate's her pledges of fidelity 
to tbe great common cause, und with all her ener- 
<ie>, with all ber power, and with all her means, 
will advance steadily forward in the prosecution 
of tbe war, to the crushing of the rebellion and 
the restoration of tbe Union and the Constitu- 
tion—therefore, 

Hetnlvtd by t\* General Attemblg of the Com- 
monwealth of Kentucky, 

1. That this General Assembly declares, as be- 
fore it has often times declared, that the State of 
Kentucky hatb ever been, and is, loyal to tbo 
Government of the Uuitcd Srates of America, 
and is determined to m -..main that loyalty 
against both domestic and foreign foes. 

2. That tbe General Asse nbly recognises a man- 
ifest difference between any administration of the 
Government and the Government itself- --tho one 
is transitory, limited in duration only to that pe- 
riod of time for which the officers elected by tbe 
people are charged with the conduct of the same 
• -•the other is permanent, intended by its found- 
ers to endure foicver. 

3. That the General Assembly now, in tho ex- 
ercise of its right to differ in opinion with lbs 
National Executive, enters its solemn protest 
against the Proclamation ofthe President of the 
United States, dated 1st ef January, 1353, by 
which he assumes to emaucipate all slaves within 
certain States, holding the same to be unwise, un- 
constitutional and void. 

4. That the General Assembly further declares 
that the power which has recently been assumed 
by tho President of tho United States, whereby, 
under tho guise of military necessity, he has pro- 
claimed and extended martial law over States 
where war di I lot exist, is unwarranted by tbe 
Constitution, and its tendency is to subordinate 
thri! to military authority, and to subvert consti- 
tution .1 and free Government. 

5. That the General llssemb'y declines to ac- 
cept the President's proposition for emancipation, 
is contained iu his Proclamation ofthe 1 9 c ti May, 
18t<2. 

r>. That the Ocneral Assembly deems it prop»r 
farther to declare, that it, together with all tho 
loval people ofthe State, would bail with pleasure 
and delight any manifestation of a desiro on the 
part of the seceded States to return to their alle- 
giance to the Government of the Union, and 
would, in such event, cordltlly and earnestly co- 
operate with them in the restoration of peiccand 
the procurement of such guarrautces as would 
give se-urity to all tboir interests and rights. 

7. Thit Kentucky will adhere to the Constitu' 
tion and the Union, as the best, it may bo the I 
last, hope of popular freedom ; and for all wr* ngs ' 
which may have been committed, or evils which j 
may exist, will seek redress under the Constitu- 
tion and within tbe Uuioa, by the peaceful, but 
powerful and ir.*ii>tiblt ; agoncui of tbe suffrages i 
of a free peonU.
